(IBy  Henry  Sheets,  in  Biblical  Recorder.) 

Hear  Brother  Moore:  There  are  so  many 
misquotations  of  Scripture — many  of  which 
are  verily  believed  to  be  in  the  Bible — that 
1 wish,  by  your  permission,  to  note  some  of 
them.  - . * 

One  of  these  is:  “Spare  the  rod)  and  spoil 
the  child.”  Well,  it  is  not  there.  It  may 
have  started  from  Prov.  13:24:  “He  that 
aphreth  h>s  rod  hateth  his  sou:  but  he  that 
loyeth  him  chasteneth  him  betimes.” 

There  are  those  who  believe  that  this  is  to 
be  found  in  the  Book:  “The  time  will  come 
when  we  cannot  tell  winter  from  summer, 
onjy  by  the  budding  of  the  trees.”  This 
miy  have  been  gotten  from  Matt.  24:32 
“Sow  learn  a parable  of  the  tig  tree;  when 
hi*  branch  is  yet  tender,  and  puttctli  forth 
lehves,  ye  know'  that  summer  is  nigh.” 

Is  this  familiar,  “As  the  tree  falls  so  it 
shall  lie”t  Eccl.  11:3,  “In  the  place  where 
th*  tree  falleth,  so  it  shall  lie,”  is  the  exact 
quotation. 

Again:  Judas  was  a devil  frojm  the  be- 
gipning. ” This  perhaps  came  of  putting 
tw(o  passages  together — John  6:<0,  “Have 
not  1 chosen  you  twelve,  an  1 one  of^ou  is 
a clevil,”  and  2 John  3:8.  “For  the  devil 
tianeth  from  the  beginning.” 

This  has  a familiar  ring:  “We  arc  as 
pijone  to  do  evil  as  the  sparks  to  fly  up- 
ward.” Rut  this  is  the  quotation:  Job  5:7, 
“Vet  mau  is  born  unto  trouble,  as  the 
sparks  fly  upward.” 

'“Lord  save  or  I perish.”  is  quoted  as 
P^t«r’s  language,  when  he  started  to  walk 
tot  Christ  on  the  water,  beginning  to  sink, 
1h)  cried  out  (Matt.  14:30):  “Lord,  save 
mkr 

'Thousands  believe  that  they  have  read  it 
iu  the  Bible,  somewhere,  that  “Gabriel  is  to 
blloy-  the  trumpet  at  the  Judgment  Day.” 
But!  let  us  read  this  (2  Thess.  4:16):  “For 
thte  Lori  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven 
wjth  a shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archan- 
gel,land  the  trump  of  God:  and  the  dead  in 
C$rj8t  shall  rise  first.” 

|S(>mc  preachers  have  quoted:  “Come  unto 
me  all  ye  that  are  weary  and  heavy  laden.” 
Mhtjt.  11:28  has  it:  “Come  unto  me  all  ye 
thjnij  labor  and  are  heavy  laden.”  This  has 
mmt  probably  come  from  the  use  of  the 
warn,  by  the  poet:  “Come  all  ye  weary, 
heaty  laden  souls.” 

jl’aul  has  been  quoted  many  timek:  “Woe 
is  [me  if  I preach  not  the  gospel.”  “Woe  is 
mr’f  is  used  in  the  Old  Testament,  but  Paul 
sali  (2  Cor.  9:16):  “Woe  is  unto  me,  if  I 
pivaeh  not  the  gospel.” 

frii is  has  been  quoted  many  a time:  “We 
shkll  live  by  the  sweat  of  the  bp>w,”  but 
itjr*ads  (Gen.  3:19):  “In  the  sweat  of  thy 
fal>(  shalt  thou  eat  bread.” 

SI  any  have  heard  this:  “They  shall  see 
ejie  to  eye  and  all  speak  the  same  thing.” 
Is*.  52:8  is  here  given:  “For  they  shall  see 
ej)e  to  eye.  when  the  Lord  shall  bring  again 
Zipij.”  Nothing  said  as  to  how  they  shall 
speak. 

In  order  to  prove  “falling  from  grace,” 
w«  jhave  heard  this:  “Repent  apd  do  thy 
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first  works  over.”  The  word  “over”  is  an 
addition  Rev.  2:5  has  it:  “Repent  and  lo 
the  first  works.”  (Juitc  a difference. 

Who  has  not  heard,  “Well,  It  ta  according 
to  Scripture,  our  race  is  growing  w.scr  and 
weaker”!  This  must  have  started  most 
assuredly  in  the  chimney  corner,  tor  it  is 
not  found  in  the  good  Book. 

A preacher  a few  years  ago  quoted  in 
this  way  (John  14:2):  “In  my  Father’s 
house  are  many  mansions ; if  it  were  not 
so,  I would  (not)  have  told  you  (so).” 

We  have  not  heard  it  of  late  years,  but 
time  was  when  it  was  common:  "In  hell 
he  lifts?  .1  up  his  eyes  and  prayed  for  a drop 
of  water  to  cool  his  parched  tongue.”  Evi- 
dently the  imagination  was  drawn  upon  as 
Luke  16:23-24  plainly  shown*. 

The  reader  has  heard:  “Pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  He  will  send 
forth  (more)  laborers  into  His  harvest.” 
The  word  “more”  is  perhaps  added  because

Jesus  «A»d  the  “laborers  are  few.”  (See 
Matt.  *37.  38). 

“The  prayer  of  the  wicked  is  an  abomina- 
tion to  the  Lord,”  has  perplexed  many  an 
anxious  inquiring  soul.  But  there  is  no  oc- 
casion. Real  it  (I*rov.  28:9):  “He  that 
turneth  away  his  ear  from  hearing  the  law, 
even  his  prayer  shall  be  abomination  ” He 
has  no  reference  to  the  penitent  soul  seek- 
ing Christ. 

“An  honest  confession  is  good  for  the 
soul,”  hi  quoted  for  Scripture,  and  perha|is 
expresses  a truth,  but  it  ia  not  inspired. 

Did  the  reader  ever  hear  this  quoted  as 
Scripture:  “The  three,  gryat  enemies  of  the 
roul.  are  the  world.  Ihe  flesh,  and  the  devil  “ 
This,  too,  may  be  true,  but  not  found  in  the 
Bible. 

This  Scripture  is  often  given  to  the  im- 
. penitent  soul:  “God  cannot  look  upon  vn 
with  the  least  degree  of  allowance.”  This 
is  doubtless  taken  from  Hab.  1:13:  “Thou 
art  of  purer  eye*  than  to  behold  evil,  ani 
eanst  not  look  on  iniquity.”  * • 
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Here  ia  another  chrmuey  corner  Scripture: 
“Cleanliness  ia  next  to  godlincwa. “ Good 
enough  to  be  inspired  it  would  worm,  but  it 
ia  not. 

This  has  been  quoted  as  encouragement  to 
the  sin-sick  soul:  “In  the  day  thou  acek- 
cat  me  with  thy  whole  heart  I will  be  found 
of  thee.”  This  contains  the  truth  as  found 
in  Jer.  29:13.  but  not  the  exact  quotation: 
“And  ye  shall  aeek  roe,  and  find  me,  when 
ye  shall  search  for  me  with  all  your  heart.” 

How  often  we  are  told  that  every  one 
“shall  be  rewarded  aeeorling  to  the  deed* 
done  in  the  body.”  Thia  cornea,  it  would 
aoem,  from  the  two  Scripture*  following 
Rom.  8:6,  “Who  will  render  to  every  man 
according  to  his  deeds,  “ and  2 Cor.  6:10: 
“For  we  must  all  appear  before  the  judg- 
ment seat  of  Christ;  that  every  one  may 
receive  the  things  done  in  his  b«idy,  accord- 
ing to  that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be 
good  or  bai.” 

Again,  speaking  of  the  unregencrato 
soul,  it  is  said  that  he  is  “led  captive  by 
the  devil  at  his  will.”  This  is  moat  likely 
misquoted  from  2 Tim.  2:26,  which  follow*: 
“And  that  they  may  recover  themselves  out 
of  the  snare  of  the  devil,  who  are  taken 
captive  by  him  at  hia  will.” 

This  quotation  has  been  given  the  new- 
born  aoul  to  give  hmi  assurance:  “The 
things  we  once  loved  we  now  hate  and  the 
things  we  once  hated  we  now  love.”  That 
is  true,  but  not  in  the  Bible. 

As  to  our  manner  of  life,  this  has  been 
given  as  Scripture:  “Be  thou  Irinpcrato  in 
all  things.”  And  bo  we  ought.  But  it  reads 
a*  follows:  2 Cor.  9:25:  “And  every  man 
that  atriveth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate  in 
all  things.”  Not  much  alike. 

On  occasions  of  administering  the  Supper, 
thia  quotation  is  often  made:  1 Cor.  ll:26: 
“For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  an  1 drink 
this  cup,  ye  cJo  shew  (forth)  the  Ixird’a 
death  till  He  fomo  ” The  word  “forth’’  »a 
supplied. 

The  following  is  quoted,  not  infrequently 
as  a warning  to  the  impenitent,  that  “Go.! 
may  give  them  over  to  a hardne**  of  heart 
and  rcprobacy  of  mind  that  they  might  be- 
lieve a lie  and  be  damned.”  But  here  it  ia 
(2  The**.  2:11,  12):  “And  for  thia  cause 
God  shall  send  them  strong  delusions,  that 
they  should  belii  ve  a He:  That  they  all 
might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the  truth, 
but  had  pleasure  in  unrighteousness  ” 

With  regard  to  Lot ’a  wife,  it  ha*  been 
quote!  that  “she  became  a pillar  of  salt 
and  remaineth  unto  this  day.”  Gen.  19:26 
and  Josephus  are  both  probably  in  mind. 
The  sacred  writer  (above)  aays:  “But  hia 
wife  looked  back  from  behind,  and  she  be- 
came a pillar  of  salt.”  Joscpbua  says:  “She 
was  changed  into  a pillar  of  aalt,  for  I have 
seen  it,  and  it  remains  at  this  day.” 

Not  many  have  quoted:  “Every  tub  must 
viand  upon  its  own  bottofci.”  but  the  thought 
ia  borne  out  in  Rom.  14:12:  “8o  then  every 
one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  hrmaelf  tu

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ditional  and  unconditional,  then  it  is  true, 
as  some  have  said,  “That  all  that  die  in  in- 
fancy go  to  heaven  through  the  uncondi- 
tional, unlimited  part  of  the  atonement, 
while  those  who  live  beyond  that  age  must 
secure  their  salvation,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  conditional  part ; hence  making 
the  atonement  of  Christ  of  a two-fold  na- 
ture, or  in  other  words,  the  death  of  Christ 
was  both  an  unconditional,  unlimited  atone- 
ment for  original  sin,  and  a conditional, 
limited  atonement  for  actual  sins.”  Do  the 
scriptures  support  this  view!  Such  a view, 
appears  to  my  mind,  would  obscure  the  beau- 
ty,  the  glory,  the  consistency,  and  all-suffi- 
ciency of  the  “one  offering”  made  by 
Christ,  “for  by  one  offering  he  hath  per- 
fected forevtr  them  that  are  sanctified,  and 
entered  in  ogee  into  the  holy  place,  having 
obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us.”  (Ileb. 
10:14;  lleb.  ,9:12).

No  Thrust  at  Election. 

Consciousness  of  sin  and  fear  of  punish- 
ment sejem  to  be  universal  in  all  who  are 
under  gliijlt.  The  devil  wanted  to  know  if 
Christ  had  come  to  torment  them  before  the 
time.  ItiuI  found  the  Athenians  much  given 
to  religion,  worshipping  both  idols  and  the 
“unknown  God.”  Mohammed  was  unques- 
tionably]^ zealous  worshipper  of  God  though 
a disbeliever  in  the  Deity  of  Christ.  AH 
people  yet  discovered  have  had  some  kind 
of  worship.  Why  this  worship  unless  there 
is  a consciousness  of  responsibility  to  a su- 
preme being!  I call  such  a sense  of  respon- 
sibility “soul  consciousness”  because  I do 
not  beljeve  that  the  fleshly  nature  cares 
anything  about  God.  It  matters  not  about 
the  terip.  My  simple  meaning  is  that  there 
is  sometihng  in  man  (though  he  is  “dead 
in  sin”  and  unquickened  by  the  Spirit)  that 
makes  him  conscious  of  not  being  right  with 
God.  We  generally  call  this  sometning  con- 
science, but  conscience  is  only  the  voice  of 
the  inner  self  which  cries  out  for  or  against 
things  as  right  or  wrong  according  to  what 
its  owner  has  been  taught.  Behind  this 
there  must  be  an  intelligent  self,  call  it  what 
you  wiD,  that  is  not  satisfied. 

The  soul,  by  yielding  to  the  appetites  .of 
the  fles|  its  rightful  control,  was  separated 
from  Gpd.  defiled  and  doomed  (that  is  the 
meaning  of  death  to  the  soul  yet  in  the 
flesh),  but  that  does  not  mean  the  entire 
destruction  of  the  soul-sensibilities.  Adam 
and  Eve  died,  spiritually,  when  they  sinned 
but  they  did  not  lose  their  sens**  of  Go«l 
nor  of  responsibility,  but  rather  had  added 
to  it  the  sense  of  shame  and  fear  of  God 
Gen..  3tl0,  and  there  has  been  no  change  in 
the  natural  condition  of  man  since  that  day. 

There  is  no  difficulty  here.  No  mystery. 
No  eroising  of  the  most  hypocritical  Calvin- 
ist’a  doctrine  of  election.  My  point  is  not  a 
thrust  at  election  and  predestination,  but 
an  effort  to  show  the  sad  condition  ol  the 
poor  soul  “dead  in  sins.”  I never  lreame  I, 
when  I first  wrote,  that  anybody  ever  be- 
lieved that  “dead  in  sins”  meant  the  com- 
plete annihilation  of  soul-intelligeue  and 
soul-sensibilities.  John  Bunyan.  who  was 
certainly  tolerably  sound  in  the  faith,  in  his 
“Holy  War”  pictures  all  of  the  inhabitants 
of  “nignsoul”  as  being  slain  except  “Mr. 
Recorder”  (conscience).  If  the  soul  “ lead 
in  sins]’  is  absolutely  unconscious  and  in- 
sensible until  quickened  by  the  Spirit,  then 
one  of  two  things  must  follow.  Either  every 
soul  is  quickened  before  or  in  natural  death.. 
or  else  (there  is  no  hell.  An  unconscious,  in- 
sensible thing  cannot  suffer.  My  belief  is 
that  the  soul  “dead  in  sins,”  though  sepa- 
rated from  God,  defiled  and  doomed  for 
sin  and  in  sin,  is  mrtre  or  less  conscious  of 
its  coalition,  and  is  capable  of  suffering 
both  here  and  hereafter  and  that  it  is  this 
sensibijity  that  causes  the  heathen  to  seek 
God. 

I know  that  the  only  way  that  any  soul 
can  collie  to  Christ  is  through  thp  quicken- 
ing wqrk  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Cnrist  said: 
“No  man  can  come  unto  me  except  the 
Father  who  has  sent  me  draw  him.  and  I 
believe  it,  but  that  does  not  say  that  the 
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spiritual  nature  in  the  man  “dead  in  sius 
has  no  intelligence  nor  consciousness.  But 
it  is  said  that  there  is  no  knowledge  of 
sin  without  the  law  for  it  is  written:  “By 
the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  Bin."  Let  me  say 
that  knowledge  and  consciouancm  are  two 
things.  The  meaning  of  that  text  seems  to 
me  to  be  that  by  the  law  1 a full  knowledge 
of  what  is  sin,  and  whal  sin  is.  The  law 
Joes  not  create  consciousness  but  tells  to 
the  possessor  of  conscience  what  is  right 
and  what  is  wrong.  Paul  did  not  mean, 
when  he  said,  “1  was  alive  without  the  law 
once,”  that  he  had  no  consciousness  to- 
ward God,  but  that  having  (as  he  thought) 
kept  the  letter  of  the  law  he  was  satisfied 
that  he  was  all  right,  but  when  he  came  to 
understand  the  commandment  which  says: 
“Thou  shall  not  covet,”  and  realized  the 
covetousness  of  his  nature,  h.s  consciousness 
of  being  a sinner  revived  and  he  felt  him- 
self condemned.  His  self-righteous  hope 
died  within  him.  He  spoke  of  conscious  ex- 
perience. As  I ace  it,  he  was  “dead  in  sins" 
when  he  thought  himself  alive  and  “dead 
in  sins”  when  that  hope  died  within  him. 
Change  of  consciousness  does  not  change 
the  condition  of  the  soul.  Such  change 
simply  means  a change  in  understanding 
or  belief.  It  it  the  quickening  power  of 
God  that  change*  the  condition  of  the  soul, 
but  a mere  report  may  change  the  con- 
sciousness from  joy  to  sorrow. 

Paul  saw  this  and  wrote:  “The  law  of 
the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath  made 
me  free  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death."  lie 
realized  that  it  is  the  Spirit  that  quieken- 
cth,  and  we  know  that  in  doing  this  the 
Spirit  cleanses  the  soul  by  the  blood  of 
Christ,  regenerates  and  renews  the  inner 
man,  and  unites  the  «>ij  .-nseparably  to 
God  through  Christ;  soj  that  the  soul  be- 
comes partaker  of  the  Divine  nature  as  the 
, branch  ingrafted  into  the  vine  becomes  par- 
taker  of  its  life.  But  that  does  not  fcay 
that  the  soul  out  of  Christ  is  sensei. -hs.  The 
soul  has  sensibilities  and  can  suffer,  but 
can  have  no  real  spiritual  joy  until  made 
alive  in  Christ  Jeans  by  regeneration.  Tor- 
ment  will  resound  with  the  wails  of  the 
suffering  souls  forever  “dead  in  sins,  O 
how  I do  pity  them!  but  the  poor  soul  has 
no  joy  out  of  Chriat  wh$  died  to  save.  Of 
course  fhc  deceived  maiy  have  a kind  of 
pleasure-  in  religious  wohhip.  but  the  soul 
finds  its  joy  in  union  with  its  God  Christ 
did  not  say  that  the  Spirit  would  oonviet 
of  being  sinners,  but  “of  sin,  lieeause  they 
believe  not  on  me.”

I very  Imuch  enjoyed  Bro.  Moore’s  letter 
in  The  Record  of  May  27,  and  the  spirit  in 
which  it  was  written.  But  he  undoubtedly 
stands  squarely  on  the  Hardshell  platform 
in  saying! that  “the  sinner  is  not  saved  by 
the  instrumentality  of  preaching.”  1 also 
think  that  Bro.  Wesson  leans  too  much  to 
ward  the  [Hardshell!  on  this  quest-on  when 
he  says.  [‘The  Spirit  quiekeneth,  that  is 
God’s  part;  we  have  nothing  to  do  with 
that.

“Receive 
with  meeklipss  the.  implanted  word,  which  is 
able  to  saye  your  souls  ” Jas.  1:21.  “Hav- 
ing been  begotten  again,  not  of  corruptible 
seed,  but  of  incorruptible,  through  the  wokl 
of  God.”  list.  Pet.  1:23.  “For  in  Christ 
Jesus  I bcjgat  you  through  the  gospel.  1st. 
Cor.  4 :15.|  “It  pleased  God  by  the  foolish- 
ness of  pfeaehing  to  save  tsiom  that  be- 
lieve.” 1st  Cor.  1:21.  Some  of  the  breth- 
ren seem  tlo  get  terribly  affrighted  when  we 
quote  the  I above  scriptures  and  appear  to 
think  that,  we  get  over  onto  the  Campbell- 
ite  and  Lutheran  platform,  and  do  away 
with  the  Spirit  entirely.  Yon  might  as  well 
say  that  do  away  with  God  the  Father, 
when  We  breach  Jesus  Christ  as  ii  complete 
savior,  or  |hat  we  do  away  with  the  Spirit 
when  we  preach  that  the  blood  of  Christ 
cleanses  frt»m  all  ,sin.  The  Father,  Son. 
Word  and  Spirit  are  One.  and  because  God 
makes  his  Word  spirit  and  life,  does  not 
make  him  dependent  at  all  on  man  but  God 
in  His  absolute  sovereignty  and  wisdom 
ean  and  d4es  “commit  unto  us  the  word  of 
reconciliation.”  II  Cor.  5:19.  Not  that 
we  are  thrj  power  of  God.  “For  we  preach 
not  ourselves,  bnt  Christ  Jesus  as  Lord,  and 
ourselves  ns  your  servants  for  Jesus’  sake. 
Seeing  it  iv  God,  that  said  Light  shall  shine 
out  of  darteness,  who  shined  in  ottr  hearts, 
to  give  th|e  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  f|od  in  the  face  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Bnt  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels, 
that  the  exceeding  greatness  of  the  power 
may  he  of;  God.  and  not  from  ourselves — 
for  we  who  live  are  always  delivered  unto 
death  for  Jjesua’  sake,  that  the  life  of  Jesus 
may  l*e  mahifested  in  our  mortal  flesh.”  II.

Therefore  Paul  again 
says  in  I.  Cor'  1 :17-24  (which  ought  to  l*c 
a severe  rebuke  to  many  of  ottr  college 
preachers)  “For  Christ  sens  me  not  to  bap- 
tise, bnt  to  preach  the  goipel  * not  in  win- 
dom  of  words,  lest  the  cross  of  Christ  should 
he  male  void.  For  the  word  of  the  cross 
is  to  them  that  perish  foolishness;  hut  unto 
us  who  are  being  saved  (marginal  refer- 
ence) it  is  the  power  of  God.”

Seeing  that  Jews  n*k  fur  signs,  and 
Greeks  seek  after  wiadom ; but  we  preach 
Christ  crucified,  unto  JeVrs  a stumbling 
block,  and  unto  gentiles  foolishness;  but 
unto  them  that  are  called,  both  Jews  and 
Greeks,  Christ  the  power  if  God.  end  the 
wisdom  of  God.”  Most  loautifnlly  then 
does  Paul  go  on  and  say,  “And  I brethren, 
when  I came  unto  yon.  eaipe  not  with  ex- 
cellency of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  proclaim- 
ing to  you  the  testimony  of  God.  For  I de- 
termined not  to  know  anvtlpng  among  you. 
save  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified.  And 
T was  with  you  in  weakness,  and  in  fear,  and 
in  much  trembling.  And  my  speech  an!  my 
preaching  were  not  in  persuasive  words  of 
wisdom,  bnt  in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit 
and  power:  that  your  faith  should  not  stand 
in  the  wisdom  of  men.  but  in  the  power  of 
God.”  I.  Cor.  2:1-5.  The  gospel  was  preach- 
ed by  the  Lord  Jesus  himself,  and  his  apos. 
ties  who  were  separated  unto  the  gospel 
and  was  witnessed  bv  the  law  and  the 
prophets  hence  one  of  God’s  elect  could  be 
converted  through  the  preaching  of  the 
apostles  bv  reading  (equivalent  to  hearing, 
Rom  10 :17)  tbo  New  Tntnmt.  Therefore 
the  begetting  and  birth  of  sons  and  daugh- 
ters unto  God  through  the  chureh.  the  bride, 
the  Lamb’s  wife,  does  not  rob  God  of  any 
power,  glory  or  honor.

Pastors,  Teachers  and  People 

Aj  thoroughly  organized  church  is  com- 
post (1  of  three  classes  of  members.  All  have 
gifty,  duties  and  obligations.  The  pastors 
or  tyishops  are  overseers,  leaders  and  pro- 
tection} of  the  flock,  as  shepherds.  Hence 
thejy  arc  to  watch,  feed  and  instruct.  Toach- 
ersparc  to  inform,  illustrate  and  impress  the 
yonng  by  word,  influence  and  example. 
Thflre  still  remains  a large  part  of  the 
church,  with  duties  undefined,  why  may  bo 
calji-d  “hearers.” 

Pulpit  supplies  are  sometimes  erroneously 
eall|ed  pastors.  They  know  little  or  noth- 
ing of  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  congrega 
tiop.  and  reach  only  the  few  faithful  at- 
tendants. Visitation  is  no  part  of  their 
work,  and  they  have  no  time  to  guide.  It 
betmmea  a form,  often  impressing  the  young 
with  the  idea  that  going  to  preaching  is 
worship,  and  the  older  persons,  perhapa, 
t'ni^t  it  » service;  whereas  it  is  only  imita- 
tion for  sendee.  James  cautions  along  this 
line:  “Be  ye  doers  of  the  Word,  and  not 
hearers  only.” 

Bible  schools  are  an  outgrowth  of  Paul's 
injunctions,  and  should  be  an  indispensable 
department  of  church  organization.  It 
means  “study”  of  God’s  Word;  not  simply 
retiring  it  sometimes.  Teachers  thus  pre- 
pap1  themselves;  thus  learn  how  to  impart 
the  truths,  and  enforce  them,  not  only  by 
weird  but  by  example.  First  teachers  train 
thptnselvc* ; then  those  under  thejr  ehargt. 
Thjs  is  a branch  of  service  that  rannot  he 
shirked  nor  neglected;  its  responsibility  is 
U|g>n  every  one  who  has  the  gift  which  must 
beWovtd. 

In  the  last  hook  of  the  New  Testament 
lira  these  words:  “The  Spirit  and  the  Bride 
Ba£,  come;  and  lot  him  that  hearcth  say 
eofhe.”  So  there  is  no  class  cxtmpt  from 
“doing”  service.  The  command  is  not  to 
the  preachers  alone;  hut  to  all  true  disci- 
ple*. “Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  ertature.”  And  this  is 
thi  only  thing  that  can  be  done  by  proxy. 
Wg  may  send,  if  impossible  to  go  in  person. 
Christianity  ia  an  active  principle:  it  must 
be  aggressive.  Missions  is  the  life  of  the 
chljirch.  There  may  be  some  who  f*  profess 
religion  that  do  nothing,  but  it  is  a serious 
question  whether  they  are  saved.

Anglican 
clergymen,  as  well  as  Free  Church  minis- 
ters, attend  hi*  afternoon  meetings,  and  his 
evening  meetings  are  specially  arranged  for1

erally. Just  as  we  arc  hearing  the  last  of 
the  controversy  which  sprang  up  over  the 
president’s  spring  sermon  on  Old  Testament 
criticism,  it  ih  announced  that  the  presi- 
dent’s autumnhl  address  to  the  Baptist  Un- 
ion will  dpal  with  New  Testament  Tritieism. 

The  visit  to  this  country  or  the  Rev.  C. 
F.  Aked  is  arousing  considerable  attention, 
and  a very  large  gathering  of  old  friends 
welcomed  him  when  he  arrived  at  the  fa- 
mous old  landing  stage.  Mr.  Aked  says 
that  his  two  years  in  New  York  have  great- 
ly improved  his  health,  and  he  has  been 
able  to  get  rid  of  the  lung  trouble  which 
affected  him  here.  lie  declared  the  state- 
ments which  appeared  in  the  English  news- 
papers to  the  effect  that  he  had  had  a 
breach  with  Mr.  Rockefeller  were  absolutely 
unTnie.  Preaching  twice  after  his  arrival 
in  his  old  pulpit  at  Pembroke  Chapel  to  tre- 
mendous audiences,  he  devoted  one  session 
to  a heavy-handed  attack  on  the  liquor  traf- 
fic and  declared,  with  a sparkling  eye  and 
triumphant  tone,  that  prohibition  was 
spreading  rapidly  throughout  America 
In  continuation  of  the  controversy  with 
regard  to  the  Baptist  Union  Ministerial  Set- 
tlement and  Sustentation  scheme,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  notion  as  a good  example  of 
adverse  opinion,  the  reasons  given  by  thh 
Westj  Hartlepool  Church  for  rejecting  the 
scheme.  The  pastor  of  this  ehureh.  voicing 
the  feelings  pf  the  great  majority  of  his 
congregation,  declares  the  scheme  is  reject- 
ed by  them  because  it  is  absolutely  destruc- 
tive of  our  New  Testamental  form  of  church 
government;  it  is  Congregational  and  there- 
fore independent.  It  cannot  be  the  one 
without  being  the  other.  The  churches  are 
subject  to  the  sole  authority  of  the  Word 
and  Spirit  of  God.  have  no  power  to  depute 
any  such  authority  to  anybody.  Privilege 
of  self-government  is  also  responsibility  of 
self-government  (of  course  “executive”). 
If  this  is  not  so,  and  churches  are  not  inde- 
pendent, the  West  Hartlepool  Baptists  ask- 
ed. where  has  an  external  authority  been 
all  down  the  ages,  and  why  has  the  Baptist 
Union  Council  had  merely  its  own  impo-

Tn  the  matter  of  receiving  members  why 
i|hould  we  have  the  usual  formal  interroga- 
tions in  smothered  tones  in  the  presence  of 
Itjie  congregation!  The  minister  has  preach- 
ed the  Gospel  as  he  believes  it  and  as  the 
Church  believes  it.  The  invitation  is  ex- 
pended to  those  who  have  believed  on  the 
.Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  want  to  follow  him 
[ih  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  One  or  more 
^ome  forward  and  offer  themselves  for  mem- 
bership upon  that  invitation.  The  act  on 
Itihe  part  of  each  one  thrtt  responds  to  the 
invitation  ia  a public  declaration  of  faith  in 
Christ.  Why  not  proceed  now-,  without  fur- 
ther ceremony  to  vote  upon  the  question 
4i)f  receiving  each  one  by  name  into  the 
church ! Say  in  this  manner:  “Mr.  A in 
jvspnnse  to  the  invitatibn  given  publicly 
professes  faith  in  Christ  and  desires  to  be 
received  into  the  ehureh  after  the  ordinance 
of  baptism  ” Here  an  opportunity  might 
be  offered  for  any  member  who  may  desire 
(o  a3k  a question  or  questions  to  do  so.  Of 
bourse  if  all  are  satisfied  a motion  will  be 
made  to  receive  in  the  usual  way,  or  if  a 
tnpmber  wishes  to  defer  action  in  order  that 
be  may  have  an  opportunity  to  talk  with 
the  party  privately,  that  could  be  done.  It 

seems  to  me  that  what  ir  stated  by  the 
pastor  in  extending  the  invitation  brings 
out  the  same  thing  and  no  more  than  the 
semi-private  interview  on  the  front  seat.

Some  Reflection*. 

When  my  thoughts  were  first  directed  to 
Gad  and  the  world  to  come,  I was  visiting 
relatives  near  Tillatiba  in  1887.  While 
there  one  of  my  cousins  learned  me  the  Ten 
Commandmenta,  and  made  many  sweet  im- 
pressions on  my  mind  concerning  s Chris- 
tian life,  and  exhorted  me  above  all  other 
things  to  search  the  Sacred  Volume.  Aft 
er  I returned  home  I began  to  read  the 
Bible  with  the  intention  of  reading  it 
through.  T rend  the  first  five  books  of  the 
Old  Testament  then  became  as  careless  and 
indifferent  as  ever.  About  eighteen  months 
after  one  of  those  cousins  came  to  spend 
Xmas  with  ns.  He  made  inquiries  of  my 
public  school  studios  and  then  picked  up 
the  Bible  and  asked  if  I read  it.  the  great- 
est book  in  the  world.  I told  him  that  I 
did  sometimes.  He  spoke  a few  words  about 
the  importance  of  searching  the  Scriptures 
and  urged  me  to  search  them.  I did  not  re- 


ply but  resolve!  that  I would  try.  So  1 
began  reading  the  Bible  and  eonCnuod  read- 
ing daily  until  I read  it  through.  I found 
the  Bible  to  be  a great  mirror  in  which  1 
realizer,  (I  hope),  the  fate  of  a sinner  and 
the  blessedneaa  of  a Christian.  There  I saw 
reflected  an  image  to  full  of  sin  that  I was 
led  almost  involuntarily  to  exclaim,  “I  ab- 
hor myself.’  During  the  summer  of  1W1. 
I was  attending  a meeting  and  traoublei 
had  so  clouded  my  aoul  that  one  day  I went 
forward  and  asked  the  prayers  of  the  Chris- 
tians at  that  place.  Often  I would  try  to 
pray,  but  it  seemer  that  my  prayers  would 
not  go  higher  than  my  head,  though  I con- 
tinued praying.  Shortly  after  I asked  the 
prayers  of  thoae  Christians  I attended  a 
revival  that  was  conducted  by  8.  L Wes- 
son. One  night  during  the  meeting  an  op- 
portunity was  given  for  the  penitent  to  go 
forward.  I was  one  that  went.  That  night 
after  I returned  home  I was  preparim*  to 
retire,  absorbed  in  the  thought,  “How  beau- 
tiful a Christian  life;  and  how  awful  my 
condition,”  when  suddenly  a hright  light 
shone  around  me,  and  I turned  to  see  if 
Mamma  had  lighted  a lamp,  and  even  went 
to  her  bed  and  found  her  fast  asleep  Then 
I found  that  it  was  not  an  artificial  light. 
It  was  quite  different  from  any  light  I had 
ever  seen.  Then  the  thought  came  to  me 
of  the  glory  of  the  Lord  and  the  happiness 
in  nis  kingdom  and  how  blessed  are  they 
that  do  nis  will  when  I earnestly  prayed. 
“Lord, -have  mercy  upon  me.  • poor  sinner, 
forigve,  and  lead  me  in  the  right  way  ” 
Shorjly  after  the  light  disappeared.  I lie- 
held  a shining  star.  (All  this  was  in  a dark 
room).  The  thought  that  flashed  through 
my  mind  was  this:  “Every  soul  thst  is  sav- 
cd  will  sh:ne  ss  the  stars  in  the  firmament 
of  heaven.”  I could  not  go  to  sleep  pon- 
dering over  my  serion*  condition.  I went 
on  from  then.  (Aug.  19011,  feeling  that  I 
would  be  forever  a castaway.  I read  ths 
life  of  a disciple  of  Christ,  from  which  I re- 
ceived much  comfort.  T told  my  tmnhlea 
to  no  one.  and  songht  to  be  alone  Rome 
time  in  January.  1902.  I know  not  how  or 
where  my  terrible  burden  left  me  Itut  aft- 
er a short  while  T again  walked  with  a 
cloud  upon  my  so  til.  O,  how  T did  delight 
in  going  to  rhnreh.  T joined  the  ehureh  on 
the  fifth,  and  was  baptized  the  seventh  of 
Rept ember.  1902.  The  happiest  moment  I 
ever  spent  was  when  T wss  raised  up  ont  of 
the  water.  All  faces  looked  lovable,  and  I 
loved  everybody  Afterward  donbta  and 
fears  sometimes  retnmed.  Well  might  it 
have  been  aaid  to  me.  "O.  then  of  little 
faith,  wherefore  di«Wt  thon  doubt!”  Rurely 
the  Savior  who  rebuked  Peter  for  his  want 
of  faith  had  abnndant  renson  to  rebnke  me. 
“Perfect  love  eaateth  ont  far.’  However. 
He  saith  : “My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee.” 
Then  let  my  song  ever  be.  “O  for  a eloaer 
walk  with  thee.”

The  Union,  according  to  a res- 
olution, begins  the  year  with  a 
day  of  fasting  and  prayer— June 
15th  if  possible, — that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Union  and  the  denom- 
ination as  a whole,  may  practice 
the  giving  of  at  least  one-tenth  of 
their  income  to'  God’s  work.  If 
this  day  proves  unsuitable,  to 
choose  another  definite  date  for 
their  societies;  to  proceed  and 
follow  this  day  with  articles  and 
leaflets  on  this  subject ; to  include 
in  this  effort  both  • the  Young 
Women’s  and  Children’s  Socie- 
ties; to  include  this  subject  in  the 
programs,  discussions  and  resolu- 
tions in  the  various  assseiational 
meeting*;  to  follow  up  the  im- 
pressions by  definite  promuos 
from  individuals  that  they  will 
give  not  leas  than  a tenth  of  their 
income  to  the  various  branches  of 
Christian  work  during  the  en- 
suing year,  in  short,  to  keep  this 
subject  before  their  societies  dur- 
ing the  entire  year,  to  the  end 
that  the  oft  repeated  resolutions 
ami  proportionate  giving  may  be- 
come definite  reality.
